It is an achromatic refractor of over 9 feet 
focal length, with an object glass of 6J j 
inches aperture. 
It is furnished with five j 


magnifying powers varying from 85 to 460 
times; with a complete set of sun-glajses ; 
a prismatic reflector; an annular microme- 
ter; and a terrestrial eye-piece. 


The instrument has two divided circles 


for reading off angles, of 9i inches in 
diameter, finely graduated on silver to 
minutes of arc, and furnished with two 
verniers and microscopes which read to 4 
seconds each. 


The whole instrument, although very 


heavy, is so beautifully balanced on its 
centre of gravity that the slightest touch 
will move it readily; and when it is adjus- 
ted on a celestial object, a clock, attached 
to tbe telescope moves the tube of the 
instrument, s>o that it follows the 
apparent
